Tab Bay of Nipe, where 700 filibusU 
era from the United States landed and 
•were received with open arms by the Cu- 
bans, is one of tho best aud moat ocmmo 
harbors of the Queon of the Antilles. 
The invaders wero attacked immodiotoly 
on landing and lost 200 men before the 
balk of the force got out of the way of 
the Spanish volunteers aud entrenched 
themselves. Tho filibusters were com- 
maudod by Colonel Jordan of tho late 
Contederato army, On tho run down to 
the island a mutiny occurred on board 
and the ringleaders were shot dead before 
order could be restored. It lias becu 
stated that tho escape of theso men from 
an American port in a well-appointed 
American steamer prejudices tho Aluba- 
ma claims and furnishes a parallel to that 
remarkable case. Tho A'abarao, it will 
be remembered, although built in a Brit- 
ish port, went to sea unarmed and was 
furnished with guns and mea when 
leagues distant from the Briiish const. 
In the Nipe Bay affiir there was litile 
secrecy observed at New York while the 
vessel was fitting cut, but the Gov- 
ernment authorities received r>o offi- 
cial intimation of tho intended de- 
parture, and were not bound to take 
cognizance of the matter. The Span- 
ish Consul, alone, appears to have boeo 
remiss in his duty in uot ascertaining 
what was going on, and laying the com- 
plaint before the American Government. 
In tho Alabama case, tbe American Min - 
ister protested against tho departure 
ol the vessel ; but in tbo face of this 
protest the ship put to sea with a crow 
partly drawn iiom tbo Government 
dockyard. The United States Govern- 
ment seems to be pursuing a course to- 
wards Cuba that will not prejudice 
its claims against Great Britain, hence 
while they winked at tho departure oi 
the Nipe Bay Expedition tboy caused 
tho arrest ot tbe Cuban Junta in New 
York city, a few days ago, at the in» 
stance of tho Spanish Minister. 



To-dat is appointed tor the coloura- 
tion ot tbe independence of tho United 
States, and wo doubt whether any 
event in the history of tbe world is 
more worthy of being religiously ob- 
served. The noble dovotednoss of tbe 
early settlers in iheir determination to 
cast eff the yoke of the mother country, 
is oDly paralleled by tho sincerity and 
patriotiowhole-beartedness of tho lead- 
ers of the movement. These men could 
have obtained large rewards for their 
aid, if given to tho Eoyal cause, but 
reckoning wealth, comfort, oven life, 
as nothing compared with tbo sublime 
possession of freedom, they offered all 
on the altar of that Divino Goddess. 
Their success only proved their fidelity 
to the principles .they fought for, and ' 
every true seeker after liberty will ad- 
mit to this day that the constitution 
framed by these fathers of their coun* 
try wbb the noblest recoid of their 
labor. Tbo anniversary of tbe Declar- 
ation of Independence has been, as wo 
trust it will continue to bo, colohrated 
in bII future time, with duo regard to 
its importance in tho annals of Amer- 
ica, and will bo held up as an example 
to nations yet unborn. Tho framers of 
tho constitution of tho United States 
gave op all, that they might muke the 
nation great in every senso as a moral 
nation, as a homo for the weary and

Editoh Daily Colonic.— In tho do- 
lorous but amusing account of Leech 
Rivor, publirhed in your puper after your 
visit to us you make one mistuko, wtiich 
though slight in itself,. nevertheless boais 
so Btrongly on tho wisdom of first at- 
tempting tbe hydraulic pipe in that dis- 
trict, aud upon tho consistency of still 
porsovoring, that I desiro the privilege of 
correcting it to avoid any evil effect it 
might have hereafter. At the snmo timo, 
perhapB,[it will not be rltogelher uninter 
esting to your readers in general, if 1 
give a short B'.atemont of what hafl boon 



done since your visit, tho period of our 
first unfortunate wash-op. The mistake 
I refer to is that of your reference to a 
supposed lend of gold existing in tho 
banks and adjacent hills ; you any, "snob 
a theory is supported by tho history of 
other gold countries, but whether tho 
present company ( meaning oursolves ) 
will bo tho lucky finders of that load in 
this instaneo requires a 'practical tost to 
prove.'' Thus you make tho existence 
of the lead suppositious, instoad of posi- 
tive, for it does exist in distinct form ; 
and, if I could have commenced piping 
upon this lead at the point where we have 
since been ground-sluicing, tho operation 
would have been successful from tho 
start. It was impossible however, for 
me, under ".he circumstances, to commence 
at that point, and the first fui'ure arose 
solely from attempting to intersect the 
lead from tho point where I did com- 
mence, which beciimo impossible from 
the bed-rock dipping so rapidly tout I 
was utterly left without fall lor tbo deli- 
very of the dirt. 

The formation of tins' load appears to 
be governed by t«o extensive deposits of 
a sedemeutary clay, about two fed apart 
caused by extensive washes ages ago, be- 
yond the limits of which, so far as yet 
known, thero appears to be little or no 
uold in the benches. This lead lias nover, 
I believe, been found on the east side in 
other than -mull ai d detached «|>o b, hut 
from our ground to Bacon Bur, over half 
a mile on the west side, it shows itself as 
1 have alieady staled. Above the upper 
clay the giavel is lo' He, of a bluish grey 
color, aud prospects according to our test 
half a cunt to tlio bucket; between the 
two clays tho gravel is vtry handsome, 
paying according to our test a « ent to the 
bucket ; below these clays to tho primi- 
tive bed-rock nothing is known, as no 
ono has been able to got down frum the 
surface fur water; it bus however been 
followed deeper than tho levol of the 
present river bed. Tbo whole formation, 
between mid below the days, hears evi- 
dence ol an immense wash at ull periods, 
tbe surface ofj^the calcareous, porpbyritic, 
and granitic rocks especially being \>o 
lisheU lik» a mirror, lar uioro so than 
tho.-e exposed iu the rifer. I have no 
doubt ol the river originally going through 
this bar. 

Now, sir, to open up this load, oon- 
nidoring tho results it would have upon 
this city, appears to mo a laudable, us 
1 bavo no doubt it will eventually be 
a piofilublo undertaking. Dirt that 
prospects lor thirteen feet deep, as this 
lead does, would be considoruti good 
dirt in any minini; country, and uil it 
Wants on Leech liiver to make it pay 
well in to be worked on a lurgo scale. 
As mon as tbe fall rains como, wo 
nhall put in a two foot flume on the 
lower clay, usGubout two hundred inches 
ot water, and then 1 b vo no doubt wo 
shall make it pay well. So lar, for 
-ixty feet in tbo bank, wo havo only 
woiked on the outer edgo of tbo lead, 
and we cannot yet toll its actual thick- 
ness, but tho last day wo worked wo 
inoked up a piece weighing 81.50, oho 
75 cts , one 50 cts. , frho wing the gold to 
got heavier as wo go in. From the 
last washing wo took out over £70, 
over halt coining out of tho top dirt, 
while working under many groat Ui=- 
advantagee. It is no great thiug, 1 ad- 
mit, but it proves what i want to find 
Out, that the lead is worth working, 
needing only, us I have already said, 
tho application of a rapid and largo scale 
of working. 

Those who have reposed confidence in 
me to carry this operutiou if possible to u. 
auixesolui issue, have a right to demand 
that 1 make every effoi t to do 60, So 
far 1 liavo done so ; to the end i pledge 
myself to he faithful, uu influenced hy 
the jeers or sc ffs of the iguoraut or the 
lazy. To me I tie experiment has now 
become a mat er ot pride as Weil as of 
profit, of judgment as well a- of interest, 
aud 1 snail allow nothing to turn u,e 
aside from tbo investigation until I am 
satisfied it is no luixjer justifiable. The 
man who is true to uuuaelf will always uu 
true to his supporters. In the end, it 
successlul we .shaii reap a crowu of glory, 
il otherwise, we shall still lie treated wub 
respect. In louclu-iou, permit me to say 
1 hnv.j been and shall still be well sup- 
ported by Messrs, 1'eterson aud \V hue, 
who have beea with an from the begin- 
ning and intend to remain to iho end.
